3. obviously his first requirement is a national intelligence 
estimate, giving the Implications to U. 3. national security of the 
"dollar-sap,” country by country. After that, Ms requirwamta may be 
more detailed, and the work CSS has been doing lately in response to the 
EBB request for Intelligence support may be turned to Mr. Gray’s benefit 
in this respect* 

4. This is a can® whore CIA has tbs opportunity "to get in on the 
ground floor” in the formulation of national policy, as opposed to the 
usual case where intelligence support is requested after the basic 
decisions are already made. Any use which Mr. Gray would make of this 
Agency in this instance would certainly help to establish a precedent
